ten men with him, came unto Gedaliah 
the ſon of Ahikam to Mizpah : and there 
they did eat bread together in Mizpah. 

2 Then aroſe Iſhmael the ſon of Netha- 
niah, and the ten men that were with him, 
and ſmote Gedaliah the fon of Ahikam, / 
the ſon of Shaphan, with the ſword, and 
ſſew him whom the king of Babylon had 
made governor over the land, 

3 Iſhmael alſo flew ali the Jews that 
were with him, even with Gedaliah at 
Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were 
found there, and the men of war.

4 And the man ſaid unto me, Son of 
man, behold with thine eyes, and hear 
with thine ears, and ſet thine heart upon 
all that 1 ſhall ſhew thee: for to the in- 
tent that I might ſhew them unto thee art 
thou brought hither : declare all that thou

N the third year of the reign of Je- 
oiakim king of judah, came Neou- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon unto

els of the hovſe of God, which he car- 
ried into the land of Shinar to the houſe 
of his god; and he brought the veſſels 
into the trealure-houfe of his god. 
3 And the king ſpake ynto Aihpenaz 
the maſter of his eunuchs, that he thould 
ring certain of the children of Ifrae:, and 
of the king's ſeed, and cf the princes; 
4 Ciifdren in whom 2s no ble-ymth, 
but well-tavoured, ar d fkiltul in all wil- 
dom, and cunninz ia knawiledge, and un- 
derftanding ſcience, and fuch as had abi- 
lity in them to ſtand in the king's palace, 
and whom they might teach the learning 
and the tongue of the Chaldeans.

H ye will not make known unto me the 

ream, with the interpretation thereof, 
ye ſhall be cut in pieces, and your houſes 
thall be made a dunghill. 

6 But it ye (hew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye ſhall receive of 
me gifts and rewards, and great hcnour : 
there ſore ſhew me the dream, and the in- 
ter pretation thereof. . 

7. They anſwered again, and ſaid, Let 
the King tell his fervants the dream, and 
we will ſhew the interpretation of it. 

8 The kir.g anſwered and ſaid, I know 
of certainty that ye would gain the time, 
becauſe ye ſee the ihing i, gone from me. 

9 But if ye will net make known unt 
me the dream, ere is but one decree ior 
you : for ye have prepared lying and ccr- 
rupt words to. ſpeak befcre ine til the 
ume te changed; therefore teil me tlie

10 The Chaldeans anſwered before 
the King, and 11id, There is not a man 


upc n the earth that can thew ihe ing“ 


Chap. ii. 


matter: therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, tbat aſked ſuch things at any 
magician, or aſtrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the king 
requireth and there is none other that 
can ſhew it before the king, except the 
gods, whoſe dwelling is not with fleſh. 

12 For this cauſe the king was angry; 
and very furious, and commanded to de- 
ſtroy all the wiſe-men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the 
wiſe-men ſhould be ſlain; and they ſought 
Daniel and his fellows to be lain, ; 

14 J Then Daniel anſwered with coun- 
ſel and wiſdom to Arioch the captain of 
the king's guard, which was gone forth 
to ſlay the wiſe-men of Babylon: | 
25 He anſwered and ſaid to Arioch the 
king's captain, Why is the decree ſo haſty 
from the king? Then Arioch made the 
thing known to Daniel. 

16 Then Daniel went in, and defired of 
the- king that he would give him time, 
and that he would ſhew the King the in- 
terpretation, a3 L 

17 Then Daniel went to his houſe, and 
made the thing known to Hananiah, Mi- 
ſhael, and Azuiiah, his companions : ..... 

18 That they would defire merits of 
the God of heaven concerning this ſe- 
cret; that Daniel and his fellows ſhould. 
net periſh wich the reſt of the wile- men 
of Babylon. 72 

19 Then was the ſecret revealed unto 
Daniel in a night viſion : then Daniel 
bleſſed the God of heaven. 1 

20 Daniel ariſwered and ſaid, Bleſſed be 
the name of God for ever and ever: for 
wiſdom and might are his. i 

21 And he changeth the times and the 
ſeaſons : he removeth kings, and ſetteth 
up kings : he giveth wiſdom unto the 
wiſe, and knowledge to them that know 
underſtandiog. 

22 He revealeth the deep and ſecret 
things; he kroweth what is in the dark- 
neſs, and the light dwelleth with him. 

23 I thank thce, and pra:ſe thee, O thou 
od of my fathers, who haſt given me 
wiſdom and might, and haſt made known 
unto me now what we d. fired of thee z; 
for thou hait nczv made known unto us 
the king's matrer, 

24 ½ Thercforc Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom tie king had ordained to 
deſſroy the wile-men ct Babylon: he went 
and ſaid thus unro him, Dettroy not the 
wiſe men of Babzioa: bring me in before ' 
the king, ard I will ew unto the King 
the interpretation. *. 

25 Then Aricch brought in Daniel be-

26 The king anfwered and ſaid to Da- 
niel, whoſe name wa Belteſhazzar, Art 
thou able to make known unto me the 
dream which I have ſeen, and the inter- 
pretation thereof ? | 

. 27 Daniel anſwered in the preſence of 
the king, and ſaid, The ſecret which the 
king hath demanded cannot the wiſe-men, 
the aſtrologers, the magicians, the ſooth- 
ſayers, ſhew unto the king: 

. 28 But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth ſecrets, and maketh known to 
the king Nebuchadnezzar what ſhall be 
in the latter days. Thy dream, and the vi- 
ſtons of thy head upon thy bed, are theſe; 

29 (As tor thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
ſhould come to pals hereafter : and he 
that revealeth ſecrets maketh known un- 
to thee what ſhall come to paſs. 

30 But as for me, this ſecret is not re- 
vealed to me for any wiſdom that I have 
more than any living, but for their ſakes 
that ſhall make known the interpretation 
to the king, and that thou mighteſt know 
the r. ts of thy heart.)

4 «| Then the preſidents and princes 
ſought to find occation againſt Daniel con- 
cerning the kingdom: but they could find 
none occaſion nor fault; foraſmuch as he 
was faithful, neither was there any error 
or fault found in him, 

5 Then ſaid theſe men, We ſhallnot find 
any occafion againſt this Daniel, except 
we find it againit him concerniug the law 
of his God, 

- 6 Then theſe preſidents and princes aſ- 
ſembled 2 4 to the king, and ſaid thus 
unto him, King Darius, live for ever. 

7 All the preſidents of the kingdom, the 
governors, and the princes, the counſelors, 
and the captains, have conſulted together, 
to eftabliſh a royal ſtatute, and to make a 
firm decree, that whoſoever ſhall aſk a pe- 


. tition of any God or man for thirty days, 


ſave of thee, O king, he ſhall be caſt into 
the den of lions, 

8 Now, O king, eſtabliſh the decree, and 
ſign the writing, that it be not changed, 
according to the law of the Medes and 
Perſians, which altereth not. #24 

9 Wherefore king Darius ſigned the 
writing and the decree. 

10 ¶ Now, when Daniel knew that the 
writing was ſigned, he went into his houſe; 
and his windows bein apa in his cham- 
ber toward Jeruſalem, he kneeled upon his 
knees three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he did 
aforetime. . 

11 Then theſe men afſembled, and found

12 Then they came near, and ſpake be- 
fore the king concerning the king's decree; 
Haſt thou not ſigned a decree, that every 
man that ſhall aſk a = of any God or 
man, within thirty days, ſave of thee, O 
king, ſhall be caſt into the den of lions? 
The king anſwered and ſaid, The thing is 
true, according to the law of the Medes 
and Perſians which altereth not. 

13 Then anſwered they, and ſaid before

the king, That Daniel, wbich is of the chil- 
dren of the captivity of Judah, regardeth 
not thee, O king, nor the decree that thou

14 Then the king, when he heard tbe 
words, was ſore diſpleaſed with himſe 
and ſet his heart on Daniel to deliver him: 
and he laboured till the going down of the 
ſun to deliver him: a 

15 Then theſe men aſſembled unto the 
king, and ſaid unto the king, Know, O 
king, that the law of the Medes and Per- 
ſians is, That no decree nor ſtatute which 
the king eſtabliſheth may be changed. 
16 Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and caſt him into the den 
of lions. Now the king ſpake and fait 
unto Daniel, Thy God, whom thou fery- 
eſt continually, he will deliver thee, 

17 And a ſtone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den, and the king 
ſealed it with his own ſignet, and with the 
ſignet of his lords; that the purpoſe might 
not be changed concerning Daniel. | 

18 Then the king went to his palace, 
and paſſed the night faſting; neither were 
inſtruments of muſick brought before him, 
and his fleep went from him, 

19 Then the king aroſe very early in the 
morning, and went in hafte unto the 
den of lions. 7 

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with alamentable voice unto Daniel: 
and the king ſpake, and ſaid to Daniel, O 
Daniel, ſeryant of the living God, is thy 
God, whom thou ſerveſt continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions?

22 My God hath ſent his angel, and 
hath ſhut the lions mouths that they have 
not hurt me: foraſmuch as before him in- 
nocency was found in me ; and alſo before 
thee, O king, have I done no hurt.

for him, and commanded that they thould 
take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel 
was taken up out of the den, and no man-

24 { And the king commanded, and 
they brought thoſe men which had accuf- 
ed Daniel, and they caſt tem into the den 
of lions, them, their children, and their 
wives : and the lions had the maſtery of 
them, and brake all their bones in pieces, 
or ever they came at the bottom of the 
den.

the king {aid unto the damſel, Aſk of me

23 And he (ware unto her, Whatſoever 
thou ſhalt aſk of me, I will give i: thee, 
unto the half of my kingdom. | 
24 And ſhe went forth. and ſaid unto 
her mother, What ſhall I ak ?

4 And when they come from the market, 
except they waſh, they eat not. And 
many other things there be, which they 
have received to hold, as the waſhing of 
cups and pots, and of braſen veſſels and 
tables. 

5 Then the Phariſees and ſcribes aſked 
him, Why walk not thy diſciples accord- 
ing to the tradition of the elders, but eat 
bread with unwaſhen hands ? 

6 He anſwered and ſaid unto them, 


Well hath Eſaias propheſied of you hy- 


pocrites, as it is written, This people ho- 
noureth me with their lips, but their heart 
is far from me. | 

7 Howbeit, in vain do they worſhip 
me, teaching for doctrines the command- 
ments of men. 

8 For laying aſide the commandment 
of God, ye hold the tradition ot men, as 
the waſhing of pots and cups: and many 
other ſuch like things ye do. 

9 And he ſaid unto them, Full well ye 
rej ect the commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition.” 

10 For Moſes ſaid, Honour thy father 
and thy mother; and, Whoſo curſeth fa- 
ther or mother, let him die the death. 

1: Put ye ſay, If a man ſhall ſay to his 
father or mother, Ir is Corban, that is to 
ſay, a gift, by whatſoever thou mighteſt 
be pronted by me; be ſhall be free.

23 All theſe evil things come 'from 
within, and defile the man. "+ 

24 And from thence he aroſe, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and Sidon, 
and entered into an houſe, and would have 
= man know it: but he could not be 

id, | 

25 For a certain woman, whoſe young 
daughter had an unclean tpirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at his feet: 

26 (The woman was a Greek, a 8 
5 by nation) and the beſought 

im, that he would caſt forth the devil out 
of her daughter. | 

27 But Jeſus ſaid unto her, Let the chil- 
dren firſt be filled: for it is not meet to 
take the childrens bread, and to caſt iz 
unto the dogs.

28 And ſhe anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Ves, Lord: yet the dogs under the 
table eat of the childrens crumbs. 

29 And he ſaid unto her, For this ſay- 
ing, go thy way; the devil is gone out of 
thy daughter. 

3 And when ſhe was come to her 
houſe, ſhe found the devil gone out, and 
her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 4 And again, departing from the 
coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 
the ſea of Galilee, through the midſt of 
the coaſts of Decapolis; | 

32 And they bring unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment in his 
ſpeech : and they beſeech him to put his 
hand upon him. 

33 And he took him aſide from the mul-

and he ſpit, and touched his tongue.

4 And his diſciples anſwered him, From 
whence can a man ſatisfy theſe men with 
bread here in the wilderneſs ? 

s And he aſked them, How many loaves 

have ye? And they ſaid, Seven.

— And when Peter ſaw eit, he an- 
ſwered unto the people, Ye men of Iſrael, 
why marvel ye at this? or why look ye 
ſo earneſtly on us, as though by our own 
power or holineſs we had made this man 
to walk ? | | 

13 The God of Abraham, and of Iſaac, 
and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, 
hath glorified his Son Jeſus ; whom ye 
delivered up, and denied him in the pre- 
ſence of Pilate, when he was determined 
to let him go. | | 

14 But ye denied the Holy One, and 
the Juſt, and defired a murderer to be 
granted unto you, 

15 And killed the Prince of life, whom 
Cod hath raiſed from the dead; whereof 
we are witneſſes. 

16 And his name, through faith in his 
name, hath made this man ſtrong, whom 
E ſee and know: yea, the faith which is 

y him, hath given him this perfect ſound- 
neſs in the preſence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did alſo 
your rulers. 

18 But thoſe things which God before 
had ſnewed by the mouth of all his pro- 
phets, that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, he hath 
ſo fulfilled, 

19 { Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your fins may be blotted out, 
when the times of refreſhing ſhall come 
from the preſence of the Lord, 

20 And he ſhall ſend Jeſus Chriſt, which 
before was preached unto you : 

21 Whom the heaven muſt receive, un-

10 Be it known unto you all, and to all 
the people of Iſrael, that by the name of 
Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, whom ye cru- 
cified, whom God raiſed from the dead, 


even by him doth this man ſtand here be- 


fore you whole.

15 ¶ Now, when they ſaw the boldneſs 
of Peter and John, and perceived that they 
were unlearned and ignorant men, they 
. marvelled; and they took knowledge of

15 But when they had commanded them 
to go aſide out of the council, they con-

21 So when they had further threaten- 
ed them, they let them go, finding no- 
thing how they might puniſh them, be- 

cauſe of the people: for all men glorified 
God for that which was done. 

22 For the man was above forty years 

old, on whom this miracle of healing was 
- ſhewed. 
23 And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all that 
= chief prieſts and elders had ſaid unto 
them, 

24 And. when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one ac- 
cord, and ſaid, Lord, thou art God, which 
- haſt made heaven and earth, and the ſea, 

and all that in them is; 

25 Who, by the mouth of thy ſervant 
David, haſt ſaid, Why did the heathen rage, 
nnd the people imagine vain things? 

26 The kings of the earth ſtood up, and 
the rulers were gathered together againſt 
the Lord, and againſt his Chriſt. 

27 For of a truth, againſt: thy holy child 
Jeſus, whom thou haſt : nointed, both 
 Kerod'and Pontius Pilate, with the Gen- 
tiles, and the people ol iſrael, were ga-

with Sapphira his wife, ſold a pol- 
ſeſſion,

22 What is it therefore ? the multitude 
muſt needs come together : for they will 
hear that thou art come,

24 Them take, and-purify thyſelf with- 
them, and be at ch Eil Chae that 
they may ſhave their heads: and all may 
know that thoſe things whereof they were 
informed concerning thee are nothing, but 
that thou thyſelf alſo walkeft orderly, and 
keepeſt the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which be- 
eve, we have written and concluded, that 
they obſerve no ſuch thing, ſave only that 
they keep themſelves from things offered 
to idols, and from blood, and from thing:

26 Then Paul took the men, and the 
next day purifying himſelf with them, 
entered into the temple, to fignify the ac-

thing laid to his charge worthy of death, 
or of bonds, 

30 And when it was told me, bozp that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I ſent 
ſtraightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to his .accuſers alſo, to ſay before 
thee what they bad againſt him, Farewel.

3 We accept it always, and in all 
laces, moſt noble Felix, with all thank- 
ulneſs: . 

4 Notwithſtanding, that I be not fur- 
ther tedious unto thee, 1 pray thee that 
thou wouldeſt hear us of thy clemency a 
few words. j : 

For we have found this man a peſti- 
lent fellow, and a mover of ſedition a- 
mong all the 2 throughout the world, 
and a ringleader of the of the Naza- 
renes: 

6 Who alſo hath gone about to profane 
the temple: whom we took, and would 
have judged according to our law, . 

But the chief captain Lyſias came 
upon us, and with great violence took 
hin away out of our hands, 

$ Commanding his accuſers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom, thy- 
ſelf mayeſt take knowledge of all theſe 
things whereof we accuſe him. 

9 And the Jews alſo aſſented, ſaying 
that theſe things were ſo, 

10 Then Paul, after that the governor 
had beckoned Mito him to ſpeak, anſwer- 
ed, Foraſmuch as I know that thou haſt 
been of many years a judge unto this na- 
tion, I do the more cheartully anſwer for 
myſelf : 

11 Becauſe that thou mayeſt under- 
ſtand, that there are yet but twelve days 
ſince I went up to Jeruſalem for to wor- 


ip. 

= And they neither found. me in the 
temple diſputing with any man, neither 
raiſing up the people, neither in the ſyna- 
gogues, nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accule me. 

14 But this I confeſs unto thee, that 
after the way which they call hereſy, ſo 
worſhip I the God of my fathers; believ- 
ing all things which are written in the 
law and the prophets : 12 

15 And have hope towards God, which 
they themſelves alſo allow, that there ſhall 
be a reſurrection of the dead, both of the 
Juſt and unjuſt. 

16 And herein do I exerciſe myſelf, to 
have always a conſcience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now, after many years, I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from Aſia 
found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude nor. with tumult ; 

19 Who ought to have been here be- 
fore thee, and object, if they had ought

23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, and 
that he ſhould forbid none of his acquaint- 
ance to miniſter, or come unto him. 

24 And, after certain days, when Felix 
came with his wife Drufilla, which was a 
Jeweſs, he ſent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Chriſt. 

25 And as he reaſoned of righteouſneſs, 
temperance, and judgement to come, Fe- 
lix trembled, and anſwered, Go thy way 


for this time; when I have a convenient 


ſeaſon, I will call for thee. 


26 He hoped alſo that money ſhould 


have been given him of Paul, that he 
might looſe him : wherefore he ſent for 
—— the oftener, and communed with 
m. . 
27 But after two years, Portius Feſtus 
came into Felix' room: and Felix, wil- 


ling to ſhew the Jews a pleaſure, left Paul

have determined to ſend him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing to 
write unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, and ſpeci. 
ally before thee, O kin ; Agrippa, that, af, 
ter examination had, I might have ſome. 
what to write, 

27 For it ſeemeth to me unreaſonable 
to ſend a priſoner, and not withal to ſig- 
nify the crimes /aid againſt him.

12 Whereupon, as I went to Damaſcus, 

with authority and commiſſion from the 
chief prieſts, a . 
13 At — te I ſaw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the bright- 
nels of the ſun, ſhining round about me, 
and them which journeyed with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the 
car; I heard a-voice ſpeaking unto me, 
and ſaying.in the Hebrew tongue, Saul 
Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me? 1: is hard 
for thee to kick agaidſt the pricks. 

15 And 1 ſaid; Who art thou, Lord? 
And he ſaid, I am- Jeſus whom thou per- 
ſecuteſt. 

16 But riſe, and ſtand upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpoſe, to make thee a miniſter and a 
witneſs both of theſe things which thou 
haſt ſeen, and of thoſe things in the which 
] will appear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, and 
from the Gentiles, unto whom now I ſend 
thee, 


from darkneſs to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they may receive 
forgiveneſs of fins, and inheritance among 
them which are ſanctified by faith that is 
in me, 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was 
not Yiſoberlient u nto the — viſion: 

20 But ſhewed firſt unto them of Da- 
maſcus, and at Jeruſalem, and through- 
out all the coaſts of Judea, and then to 
the Gentiles, that they ſhould repent, 
and turn to God, and do works meet for 
repentance. 

21 For theſe cauſes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to kill 
Ne. 

22 Having thereſore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, witneiſing 
both to ſmall and great, ſaying none other 
things than thoſe which the prophets and 
Moſes did ſay ſhould come: 

23 That Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, and that 
he ſhould be the firſt that ſhould riſe from 
the dead, and ſhould ſhew light unto the 
people, and to the Gentiles. i 

24 And as he thus ſpake for himſelf, 
Feſtus ſaid with a loud voice, Paul, thou 
art beſide thyſelf; much learning doth 
make thee mad,

18 To open their eyes, and to turn them” 


is pronounced innotent; 


25 But he ſaid, I am not mad, moſt 
noble Feſtus ; but ſpeak forth the words 
of truth and ſoberneſs. 

26 For the king knoweth of theſe things, 
before whom alſo I ſpeak freely, For 1 
am perſuaded that none of theſe things 
are hidden from him; for this thing was 
not done in a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believeſt thou the 
1 I know that thou believeſt. 

28 Then Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, Al- 
moſt thou perſuadeſt me to be a Chriſtian. 

29 And Paul ſaid, I would to God that 
not only thou, but alſo all that hear me 
this day, were both almoſt, and altoge- 
ther ſuch as I am, except theſe bonds. 

30 And when he had thus ſpoken; the 
king roſe up, and the governor, and Ber- 
nice, and they that ſat with them, 

31 And when they were gone aſide, 
they talked between themſelves, ſayin 
This man doeth nothing worthy of death, 
or of bonds. ; 

32 Then ſaid Agrippa unto Feſtus, This 
man might have been ſet at liberty, if he 
had not appealed unto Czfar, 


CH A P. XXVIL 
1 Paul, ſhipping, toward Rome, 10 fore-. 
telleth the danger of the voyage. 41 They 
ſuffer ſhip wreck 3 22, 34, 44 yet all come 
ſafe to land. 
N D when it was determined that 
we ſhould ſail into Italy, they deli- 
vered Paul, and certain other priſoners, 
unto. one named Julius, a centurion of 
Auguſtus' band. 

2 And entering into a ſhip of Adramyt- 
tium, welanched, meaning to ſail by the 
coaſts of Afia, one Ariſtarchus a Macedo- 
nian of Theſſalonica being with us. 8 

3 And the next day we touched at Si- 
don. And Julius courteouſly entreated 
Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto his 
friends to retreſh himſelf. 

4 And when we had lanched from 
thence, we ſailed under Cyprus, becauſe” 
the winds were contrary. , : 

5 And when we had failed over the ſea 
of Cilicia, and Pamphylia, we came to 
Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a ſhip 
of Alexandria ſailing unto Italy; and he 
put us therein. 5 

7 And when we had ſailed ſlowly many 
days, and ſcarce were come over againſt 
Cnidus, the wind not ſuffering us, we ſail- 
ed under Crete, over againſt Salmone: 

8 And hardly paſſing it, came, unto a 
place which is called, The fair havens; 
n:gh whereurto was the city of Lafea. 

Now, when much time was ſpent, 
and when ſailing was now dangerous, — — 
cauſe 


Paul's dangercus voyage: 
cauſe the faſt was now already paſt, Paul 
admoniſked them, 

10 And ſaid unto them, Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with hurt and 
much damage, not only of the lading and 
ſhip, but alſo of our lives. 


- 11 Nevertheleſs, the centurion believed 


the maſter and the owner of the ſhip, 


more than thoſe things which were ſpoken 
by Paul. ; i 


12 And hecauſe the haven was not 


commodious to winter in, the more part 


adviſed to depart thence alſo, if by any 
means they might attain to Phenice, and 
there winter ; which is an haven of Crete, 


and lieth toward the ſouth-weſt, and 


north-weſt. 

3 And when the ſouth wind bl:w 
_ y, ſuppoſing that they had obtained 
tbeir 


purpoſe, loofing thence, they ſailed 
cloſe by Crete. 


14 But not long aſter there aroſe againſt | 


it a tempeſtuous wind, called Eurocly- 


don. 

I 5 And when the ſhip was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
ber drive. 

16 And runnin 
Which is called Clauda, we had much 
work to come by the boat: 

17 Which, when they had taken up, 
— uſed helps, undergi ding the ſhip; 
and fearing leſt they ſhould fall into the 
quickſands, ſtrake ſail, and ſo were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly toſſed 
with a tempeſt, the next day they light- 
ened the ſhip; 

19 And the third day we caſt out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ſhip, 

20 And when neither ſun nor ſtars in 


many days appeared, and no {mall tem-- 


— ay on us, all hope that we ſhould be 
ed was then taken away. 

21, But after long abſtinence, Paul ſtood 
forth in the midſt of them, and ſaid, Sirs, 
ye ſhould have hearkened unto me, and 
not have looſed from Crete, and have 
gained this harm and loſs. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
.chear ; for there ſhall be no loſs of any 
man's life among you, but of the ſhip. 

23 For there ſtood by me this night the 
angel of God, whole 1 am, and whom 1 
ſerve, * | 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou muſt 
be brought before Czſar: and lo, God 
— given thee all them that ſail with 
the. 

25 Wherefore, firs, be of good chear ; 
for I believe God, that it (hall be even as 
it was told me, 

26 Howbeit, we muſt be

He is tofſed with a tempeſ, 

27 Hut when the fourteenth night was 
come, as we wei driven up and down 
in Adria, about midnight the ſhipmen 
deemed that they drew near to ſome

28 And founded, and found it twenty 
fathoms: and when they had gone a lit- 
tle further, they ſounded again, and found 
it fifteen fathoms, 

29 Then fearing leſt they ſhould have 
fallen upon rocks, they caſt four anchors 
out of the ſtern, and wiſhed for the day, 

30 And as the ſhipmen were about to 
flee out of the ſhip, when they had let 
down the boat into the ſea, under colour 
as mon they would have catt anchors 
out of the foreſhip, 

31 Paul ſaid to the centurion, and to 
the ſoldiers, Except theſe abide in the ſhip, 
ye cannot be ſaved, 

32 Then the ſoldiers cut off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her tall off, 

33 And while the day was coming on, 
Pal beſought them all to take meat, ſay- 
ing, This day is the fourteenth day that 

e have tarried, and continued faſting, 
raving taken nothing, 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take ſome 
meat; for this is for your health: for 
there ſhall not an hair fall from the head 
of any of you. | 

35 And when he had thus ſpoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanks to God in 
preſence of them all; and when he had 
broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good chear : 
and they alſo took ſome meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ſhip two 
hundred threeſcore and fixteen ſouls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ſhip, and caſt out the 
wheat into the ſea. 

9 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land : but they diſcovered a cer- 
tain creek, with a ſhore, into the which 
they were minded, if it were poſſible, to 
thruſt in the ſhip. 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themſelves unto 
the ſea, and looſed the rudder-bands, and 
hoiſed vp the main-ſail to the wind, and 
made toward ſhore, HY 

41 And falling into a place where two 


ſeas met, they ran the ſhip aground : and 


the fore. part tiuck faſt, and remained un- 
moveable, but the hinder part was broken 
with the violence of the waves. 

42 And the ſoldiers counſel was to kill 
the priſoners, leſt any of them ſhould 
{wim out, and eſcape. 

43 But the centurion, - willing to fave 
Paul, kept them from their purpoſe, and

ND when they were eſcaped, then 
A they knew that the iſland was called 
Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people ſhewed us 
no little kindneſs: for they kindled a fire, 
and received us every one, becauſe of the 
preſent rain, and becauſe of the cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a bun- 
dle of ſticks, and laid them on the fire, 
there came a viper out of the heat, and 
faſtened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians ſiw the 
venomous beaſt hang on his hand, they 
ſaid among themſelves, No doubt this 
man is a murderer, whom, though he hath 
eſcaped the ſea, yet vengeance ſuffereth 
not to live, | 

5 And he ſhook off the beaſt into the 


fire, and felt no harm. 


6 Howbeit, they looked when he ſhould 
have ſwollen, or fallen down dead ſud- 
denly : but after hey had looked a great 
while, and ſaw no harm come to him, 
they changed their minds, and ſaid that 
he was a gcd. 

7 In the ſame quarters were poſſeſ- 
ſions of the chief man of the iſland, 
whoſe name was Publius ; who received 
— and lodged us three days courte- 
ouſly, 

8 And it came to paſs, that the father 
of Publius lay fick of a fever, and of a 
bloody-flux; to whom Paul entered in, 
and prayed, and laid his hands on him, 
and healed him. 

So when this was done, others alſo 
which had diſeaſes in the iſland came, 
and were healed : 

10 Who alſo honoured us with many 
honours ; and when we departed, the 
ang us with ſuch things as were neceſ- 

ry. 

II And after three months we departed 
in a ſhip of Alexandria, which had win- 
;tered in the iſle, whoſe fign was Caſtor 
and Pollux. | | 

12 And landing at Syracuſe, we tarried 
there three days. | 

13 And from thence we fetched a com- 
paſs, and came to Rhegium : and after 
one day the ſouth wind blew, and we

Romans, 

18 Who, when they had examined me, 
would have let me go, becauſe there was 
no cauſe of death in me, 

19 But when the Jews ſpake againſt it, 
I was conſtrained to appeal unto Cæſar; 
not that 1 had ought to accuſe my nation 
of, 

20 For this cauſe therefore have I called 
for you, to ſee you, and to ſpeak with you z 
becauſe that for the hope of Iſrael I am 
bound with this chain, 

21 And they ſaid unto him, We nei- 
ther received letters out of  Judea con- 
cerning thee, neither any of the brethren 
Io came ſhewed or ſpake any harm of 
tnee, 

22 But we defire to hear of thee what 
thou thinkeſt : for as concerning this ſe, 
we know that every where it is ſpoken 
againſt, | ;
